VERMONT, That the frt Conftable in each Town inthis 

State, or in Cafe of his Abfence the Town-Clerk, or one or 
more of the Selectmen, is hereby required, ai ieaft twelve Days be- 
tore the lat Wednejday of March next, to warn a Meeting of the 
Freemen ineach refpeétive Town, by notifying the fame in Writing 
in che moft public Place or Places in each Town, to be held at the 
Placesagreed upon to hold Freemen’s Meetings in their refpective 
Towns, on the laft Wedunefday in March next, at One ot the Clock 
Afternoon, to give in their Votes for Thirteen fuch Perfons as
